Picturesque (artistic, I would say, save for 
the abuse and misuse of the term), than 
the white dresses prepared for this sum­ 
mer’s wear during the months of July and 
August.

W hite fans, white flowers, pearl 
and diamond ornaments and white shoes 
are worn with white and silver toilettes. 
W hen gold tinsel is used with white, the 
jewelry is gold, amber and topaz, the 
gloves and shoes tan or chamois colored 
and embroidered 
with 
gold. 
Yellow 
feather fans and yellow trimmings give the 
finishing touches.

W hite toilets for afternoon wear are 
made variously of white cloths, braided 
with gold or silver, of white veiling, 
dial lie, berege, China and India silks, and 
foulards of nansooks and cambrics, plain 
and embroidered, lace trimmed or not 
trimmed at all, save with tucks and gauge- 
ings, of batiste and 
of yellow Victoria 
lawn.

R A TH ER A NOVEL PATTERN 
For a screen, whose frame is of ebonized 
wood, is a large plate of glass with a pho­ 
tographed head in the center, partly sur­ 
rounded with delicate maple leaves. 
The 
leaves are natural ones, dried and fastened 
to the glass with mucilage and then care­ 
fully covered with silver paint. The head, 
which should be large, must be detached 
from the card-board, unless an unmounted 
one can be procured, and have all the pa­ 
per cut away. 
It is then coated with col­ 
orless varnish and pressed down upon the 
glass. 
After the varnish has dried per­ 
fectly a wet sheet of biotting paper is laid 
over the picture till it is thoroughly damp­ 
ened, aud carefully and gradually all the 
paper should be rubbed away and only the 
black and white impression left upon the 
glass. 
The inner frame which surrounds 
the glass should be made of grained wood, 
silvered ; or a good effect may he gained by 
covering the inner frame with folds of pale 
blue India silk, ornamenting each corner 
with a metal leaf, silvered to match the 
natural ones. A beautiful panel for a brass 
screen is made by arranging ferns, after 
pressing and bleaching them, between two 
squares of dark red glass.

IL W A U K EE (W is.), June 
14th.—The sixteenth ses­ 
sion of the Supreme Lodge 
of the Knights of Pythias 
of the World, and the first 
encampment of the Uni­ 
form Rank of that flourish­ 
ing secret society, will, to­ 
gether, form the most attractive gathering 
of the kind to be held on the Western con 
tinent during the year 1890. 
For the 
week of July 7th to 12th inclusive, the 
hospitable people of Milwaukee will open 
the gates of their city, and of their hearts 
as well, and will give to the visiting 
Knights, uniformed and without uniform, 
a most royal welcome. 
They will also 
welcome the wives and daughters, the 
neighbors and the friends of the noble 
band of citizens who comprise the order of 
the Knights of Pythias throughout the 
United States and Canada. 
Each and 
every citizen of Milwaukee, “the Blonde 
Beauty of the Lakes,” will, during that 
week, constitute himself a committee of 
one to attend to the pleasure of the thou­ 
sands of strangers who will be here. 
From the information now in hand, and 
from the enthusiastic letters received from

The M il­ 
waukee conclave will mark a new era in 
the history of the Uniform Rank, which 
will on that occasion, for the first time, 
carry out the military idea to the extent 
of going into camp—and a beautiful camp 
it will be, too. 
Located on the edge of a 
thickly-populated part of the city, near 
its western limits, the view from the pro­ 
posed camp-ground takes in on one hand 
the tall buildings of the manufacturing 
and business establishments and the nu­ 
merous church spires of the city, the blue 
waters of Lake Michigan showing in the 
distance; while, on the other hand, the 
view includes the beautiful curves of the 
valley of the Menomonee river, beyond 
which are the green trees and cultivated 
fields of the country.

from the spot. 
The tents will be arranged on both sides 
of Highland Boulevard, in the center of 
which is a grassy plat dotted with numer­ 
ous beds of flowers. 
The camp will have a 
frontage on both sides of this boulevard of 
2,400 feet, along which will be erected in 
regular order the 3,000 or more symmetri­ 
cal tents of the camping Knights.

W hile the conclave is an affair of great 
interest to all members of the Knights of 
Pythias Order, the main features of the 
week wiil be those parts in which the 
Uniform Rank will 
participate. 
The 
prize drills by competing divisions will 
form an especially notable feature. 
M il­ 
waukee citizens have offered eight prizes 
for proficiency in drill, which will be 
hotly contested for 
by divisions from 
¡ every State iu the L’nion. 
The aggregate 
amount of money set apart for the pay­ 
ment of prizes to divisions is £4,800. 
The 
first prize for proficiency in drill is §1,000. 
and the other prizes are as follows : Sec­ 
ond prize, §,800; third prize, §<!00; fourth 
prize, §500; fifth prize. §400; sixth prize, 
$300; seventh prize, §200 ; eighth prize, 
$100. 
The best division commander will 
be awarded by the judges a Uniform Rank 
jewel valued at §100. 
The liest battalion 
drill will merit a prize of $400. 
The di­ 
vision traveling the longest distance from 
its home to M il­

shortest route will 
receive §100; and

The b asis for its organization is the 
story of the remarkable friendship of 
Damon and Pythias, in the reign of the 
tyrant Dionysius.

The brightest jewels which it gar­ 
ners are the tears of widows and orphans; 
and its imperative commands are to visit 
the homes where lacerated hearts are 
bleeding; to assuage the sufferings of a 
brother; bury the dead; care for the 
widow and educate the orphan; to exer­ 
cise charity tow aril offenders; to construe 
words and deeds in their least unfavorable 
light, granting honesty of purpose and 
good intentions to others; and to protect 
the principles of knighthood unto death.”

“Farmton” says in the Advócate: “ ‘What 
shall we do,’ exclaimed a wise and loving 
father, ‘with the Sunday-school librarv 
liooks which the children bring home?’ ‘1 
don’t know,’ replied the mother, ‘they are 
a terror to me. 
If only I had the time to 
read them, 1 could tel! whether the chil­ 
dren ought to read them, but I can't read 
them. 
To tell the children that they 
shall not read them is a little severe, for 
does not the church and Sunday-school 
stand to them for instruction in good things? 
If we tell them that the Sunday-school 
book is not fit for them to read, they infer 
that the church is not a proper guide. 
What shall we do?’ 
And what shall we 
do? 
Of course, we might take the most 
pair.s possible in selecting the books, bin if 
even the ordinary library committee take 
the most pains possible, ‘1 am sure,’ savs 
many a mother, ‘I should find some books 
that my children ought not to read.’ 
I 
should like to go through the Sunday 
school libraries of this country and destroy 
about two books out of every four of them. 
But you ask, ‘What are the children to 
read ?’ 
Such a question is very annoying. 
In answer, I should like to say to parents 
that if I had the making of the parents for 
a generation, I could make the children’s 
reading all right. 
But fortuuately or un­ 
fortunately, I cannot have this power of 
re-creation. 
I, for one, should like to see 
more reading of the stories of the Bible, by 
and with the children on Sunday. 
1 
should also like a return to the boo’ks of 
Jacob Abbott. 
But what is even better, 1 
could almost wish that the whole stock of 
‘children’s books’ were entirely destroyed. 
If a book is written as it ought to be, in 
clearness and simplicity of language, chil­ 
dren will read it and like to read it.” 
The Rev. Dr. R. A. Holland, writing on 
inspiration in the Living Church, says: “The 
criticisms that finds less of the individual 
and more of the race in the Old Testament, 
advocates rather than impugns its divine 
authorship. 
Better that it should be 
Israel’s book than some books of Moses 
and David and Daniel and Isaiah; and the 
liest of all, that its Israelitic quality should 
be made up of the wisdom of many lands, 
meeting in an experience that filters them 
to the pure flowing of the river of life. 
The manner of the book’s composition has 
nothing to do with its 
divine quality. 
God’s message is His, though spoken by 
Balaam or an ass. 
Homer Is Homer, and 
Shakespeare is Shakespeare, by whomso­ 
ever writ. 
Even forgery would not nudo 
the divine importance of the Old Testa­ 
ment to my mind, any more than the 
treason of Judas vitiates the Divine Love 
of the 
Cross. 
The mistaken 
zeal 
of 
those 
apologists 
who 
would 
wager 
iljfi divinity 
of 
Christ 
on 
the ques­ 
tionable character of the Book of Jonah, 
or the dubious authenticity of a Psalm of 
David, I cannot understand. 
It would be 
much easier for me to believe that Christ 
quoted writings as they were accepted 
and named, just as any man might now 
quote Ossian without referring to McPher­ 
son; or, indeed, that his words abouj, 
David and Jonah were an interpolation 
like the pool of Bethesda, or ‘the woman 
taken in adultery,’ or the ‘three that bear 
witness in heaven,’ than that their critical 
accuracy involved the whole faith of the 
Christiarf Church. Such recklessness takes 
my breath. 
I should be amazed by it as 
the desperation of Protestant Bible-wor- 
ship, but iu a Catholic whose pillar and 
ground of faith is no book nor theory of a 
book, the hazard seems insane. 
Do we 
held the divinity of Christ by a mere 
textual pin, bent at that ? 
There was no 
reference to the Scriptures in the making 
of the Nicene Creed. 
It was made out of 
the traditions and consciousness of the 
Church, which, while illustrated by the 
Scriptures, are still independent of them.” 
The Fvanqelist (Pres.) savs: 
“The anti­ 
revisionists who have been appointed on 
this committee, by accepting such ap­ 
pointment, accept the duty imposed, which 
is to revise the Confession, 
if there be 
any who are so strongly opposed to revis- 
will not, assent 
to any change, it is their duty to leave 
their places to others. 
One member, Mr. 
J unkin of Philadelphia, offered his resig­ 
nation, on the ground that he could not 
undertake to do what he thought shou'd 
not be done, hut finally reserved his deci­ 
sion to sec if he eonld reconcile his duty 
with his convictions. 
This was a manly 
course, and one which others would have 
taken had they fully sympathized with 
him. 
The fact that they did not, is a pre­ 
sumption that they are prepared to accept 
the position, and to perforin the duty as­ 
signed them. 
They are men of Christian 
honor. 
No doubt they will urge their 
own views, as they have a perfect right to 
do, 
but 
that 
they 
will try 
to 
de­ 
feat the object and aim of the com­ 
mittee, we do not believe. But wili not 
the whole thing amount to nothing? 
By no means. 
A great point has been 
already gained, viz: that the Presbyterian 
Church has declared by an overwhelming 
majority that it desires som- revision of its 
Confession of Faith. 
That of itself lays 
low and destroys forever the Dag.n of in­ 
fallibility attached to that Confession. 
It 
is settled that it is not, like the Bible, 
given by inspiration of God, nor even the 
work of angels, but of men,infallible men; 
and that what men in past a<:es have 
made, other men in later and perhaps 
wiser ages can revise and amend. 
And 
when this committee have once put their 
hands to this service we have faith to be­ 
lieve that they will not do the Lord’s 
work negligently, hut wisely and well. 
The mountain of Presbyteriauism has not 
been violently shaken for a whole year 
only to bring forlh a mouse. 
The result, 
we believe, will justify all the labor it has 
cost, not only giving relief to our faitii, 
but removing difficulties in the way of the 
Presbyterian Church that will add greatly 
to its strength and prove a gain to our 
common Christianity.” 
The Rev. Dr. A. J. F. Behrenils says in 
the June Forum : “The drift of modern 
thought, as anyone can discover in our 
current literature, in newspapers, maga­ 
zines and reviews, is not anti-religious, but 
the reverse. 
That the drift is anti-ecclesi- 
cal and anti-dogni3tic is equally certain. 
The pulpit has almost abandoned polemic 
utterances. 
Scores 
and 
hundreds 
of 
churches would not endure them. 
They 
were once the fashion, and public debates 
ou the rites and doctrines of opposing 
sects were in high favor. 
We have out­ 
grown ali that. 
The change is partly due 
to social and commercial canses. 
The 
Calvinist has fallen in love with the Meth­ 
odist, and has not found the heresy to be 
very pernicious. 
The Trinitarian has en- I I’m gettine

How serious, 
then, is the breach between modern cult­ 
ure and current orthodoxy? 
To me, at 
least, i; seems to l>e a thin and vanishing 
line: anil the hopejof a coalescence in the 
near future ap|itars to me well founded, it 
cannot be otherwise. 
For reason seeks the 
truth, aud all truth is sacred, binding upon 
human conduct; while Christianity is the 
religion ot holiness, anil the germinnnt 
energy in holiness is veracity, a truth- 
seeking. 
truth-loving, 
truth-conipelliug 
temper.’" 
Hie Christian I 'niun says: 
“Dr. Patton, 
the President of Princetown, who has been 
rather the leader of the anti-revisionists, 
has shown In.itli Christian grace and polit­ 
ical wisdom—the two are oftener identical 
than either politicians or Christian- sup­ 
pose—and, bv gracefully yielding to the 
demand fur revision, has secured for him­ 
self and the conservatives whom he repre­ 
sents an important influence in determin­ 
ing what the revision shall lie. 
W hether, 
in the phrase quoted above‘Reformed’ and 
‘Calvinistic’ are to be regarded a- -vno- 
njms, and, ii not, which should interpret 
the other, might lie a doubtful and difficult 
question for an impartial judge to decide; 
but it is nearly certain its anything can be 
that the present movement will result in a 
revision of the old creed, not in a new 
one as a substitute for it, nor in a new sub­ 
scription, and that no changes wili be 
made in llie revision which cannot secure 
practically the unanimous approval of the 
church—that is, none which make the 
creed, in the fundamental declaration of 
an absolute divine sovereignty, less Calvin­ 
istic than it is now. 
Indeed, the adoption 
by the Assembly of the reixvrt of another 
committee, providing that no changes 
shall bo made in the Confession of Faith 
without the approval of two-thirds of the 
presbyteries, is a guarantee to the conserv­ 
atives against any radical changes. 
It is, 
indeed, true that the Assembly has, by a 
large majority, provided for a second com­ 
mittee to prepare, in co-operation with 
other Reformed Churches, a short creed 
containing the essential article- >f the 
\\ estiniusler Confession; hut. even i: sifch 
a creed is prepared and made, a- sug­ 
gested, a common symbol for work in 
mission fields, it is not likely, except by a 
gradual process, to take the place the more 
distinctively Calvinistic creed of the Pres­ 
byterian Church. 
In short, there i- tittle 
prospect tliat out ot this movement there 
will come forth at present anything ap­ 
proximating an ecumenical creed; and, 
whatever larger liberty the revision may 
give within the Presbyterian Church, or 
whatever it may do to redeem the creed 
of that church from obloquy, nothing short 
of an ecumenical creed, or a movement 
which at least looks in that direction, can 
have any very vital interest to the mem­ 
bers of other than the Presbyterian com­ 
munion.” 
The Observer (Pres.) says: “Those mem­ 
bers of the Assembly who had been most 
strenuous in opposing any revision what­ 
ever, stated that they acquiesced in this 
experiment because it was the wish of the 
majority, and one of them declared with 
a frankness that was received with great 
good humor that he consented because he 
did ior believe the experiment would be 
successful. 
General 
consent, however, 
was secured only by reason of the extreme 
caution with which the committee is ap­ 
pointed, restricted and instructed in re­ 
gard to their work. 
Though it was con­ 
stantly repeated during the discussion.-, 
by speakers on both sides of the issue, that 
the majority of presbyteries for revision 
was large, it. did not seem to be remem­ 
bered that there was no large majority for 
any specific revision. 
This large majority 
included an extraordinary variety of sug­ 
gestions relating to different matters. 
It 
might have been much larger without 
having any preponderating weight in re­ 
gard to any one change proposed. 
But one

• The majority ot young men la San Francisco are 
growing u d in immorality, with no thought of 
building up quiet, cozy homes. They spend in 
dives and disreputable resorts the money that 
would make homes, and these dives and other 
resorts employ the girls that should be queens 
of homes. It is a gay but short dance of death. 
The remedy lies in the abolition of the dives. 
I t is unnecessary to suggest a remedy for 
the ill complained of, since it is patent and 
is clearly indicated in the reason given for 
the decline of child-bearing. 
The reason 
the 
Visitor gives, however, for the non­ 
m arrying ill is a begging of the question. 
It is true th at there are fewer marriages 
because fewer proposals—a logical though 
not profound proposition. 
B ut there are 
fewer proposals because, as the R ecord- 
UNio n has repeatedly shown, the young 
women are rushing hot haste into business 
and unfitting themselves for domesticity. 
Of this fact the young men are fully 
aware, and they decline to make such 
women wives, for th at very reason. 
If 
young 
men 
prefer, apparently, gilded 
halls and coarse resorts to the quiet and 
pleasure and content of homes, it is largely 
because the women of their acquaintance 
are by shortsighted parents put into voca­ 
tions th at are antagonistic to domesticity. 
Housewifery is an art—a high a r t ; it 
demands a service of y ears; it calls for 
a training th a t is an apprenticeship. Now 
the girl who from 7 or 8 in the morning to 
6 or 9 in the evening is involved in the 
busy w hirl of life behind the counter, the 
desk, or in the factory, shop or street, has 
neither the tim e nor the inclination for 
housewifely arts. 
True, we are told th at 
very largely such employment is necessary; 
th at hundreds of young girls thus contrib­ 
ute to th e support of dependent relatives, 
and all that. 
B ut it is to be replied that 
this condition has largely resulted from 
the fact th at men, by reason of the em 
ploym ent of women, have been driven 
from occupation by the competition of the 
lower wage paid to the women. 
As a con­ 
sequence there are fewer home-builders, 
beoause the capacity to th at end is nar­ 
rowed and crippled. 
T here are many vocations, however, in 
which women may engage th at are tw in with 
domesticity, and th at do^not compete with 
male labor, and these have been several 
times enum erated in these columns. 
Any 
change now th at would drive women out 
of purely commercial employment would 
work hardships; th at is not for a moment 
denied. 
B ut there never was a revolution 
of advancem ent th at did not work hard­ 
ships, and there never will be. 
In all 
these questions we must broaden the hori­ 
zon of our view to take in a wide area of 
years, perhaps of decades. 
The suggestion the Visitor makes th at 
the way to drive young men to the task of 
home building is to close up the dives, is 
amusing, we prefer not to say silly. 
By 
all means close the dives, but that such 
action will augm ent matrimony is simply 
absurd. 
In the first place not even the 
m ajority of young men resort to dives for 
their entertainm ent. 
In the second place 
if there were no dives, no resorts of vice, 
no gilded halls, the fact would not con­ 
tribute to the desirableness of the undo- 
rnestlc woman for a wife, nor restore the 
home-bu Llding wage the competition of 
women lias stripped from these very men. 
The young man must be convinced, if he 
is at all sensible—and most young men of 
the day have a fair share of worldly wis­ 
dom— th at the woman he would make his 
wife will make a good housekeeper. 
H e 
does not care a rush how rapid she may 
be as a type-w riter, w hat her accomplish­ 
m ents in ribbon-selling, how highly skilled 
in stenography, how valuable to the business 
man as a clerk, a book-keeper, a cash girl, 
collector, reporter, or globe-trotter; hut he 
does care concerning her accomplishments 
in housewifely arts; he does care to have 
the bloom of modest young womanhood 
rem ain and not be brushed ofl by contact 
with the roughness of penny-change alley, 
or grim ed by the smoke and soot of gas- 
heated 
atmospheres in rear 
counting- 
rooms; nor to have her sensibilities hard­ 
ened by the callousing effects of the jost­ 
ling of the exchange and the m arket 
place. 
H e does want to he chivalrous to­ 
ward the female sex, at least, but he can­ 
not fail to see th a t business activity for 
women is accompanied by a loss of re­ 
spect for her by men—and from among 
such women lie hesitates to choose a wife 
to be the m other of his children.

Visitor savs: 


T h e brewers and the viticulturists of 
California are wide apart in their views of 
the W ilson original package bill.

THIRTY YEARS AGO. 


THE NOMINATION OF LINCOLN FOR 
THE PRESIDENCY. 


A T ra g ed y a t L Isle’g B r id g e—T h e S acra­ 


m en to B a n g er s in W a sh o e—A 


W id e-A w a k e E ld er. 


A braham Lincoln had just been nom ­ 
inated for the Presidency by the Republi­ 
cans at Chicago. Seward’s nam e was pre­ 
sented by W . M. Evarts, and Blair named 
Bates. 
Delano of Ohio said he desired to 
nam e a man who could split rails and 
m aul Democrats—A brtnam Lincoln. The 
total num ber of votes cast was 405, and 233 
were necessary to a choice. 
On the first 
ballot Seward received 173J, Lincoln 102, 
Cameron 50J, Bates 48, Chase 49, Dayton 
14, McLean 13, Collamer 10, W ade 3, and 
Reed, Frem ont and Sum ner each one. On 
the second ballot Seward had 1844, Lin­ 
coln 181, and the others about as before, 
except that Cameron was w ithdrawn, and 
C. M. Clay got 2. 
On the third ballot 
States began breaking toward Lincoln, and 
he received 354 ballots, am id great excite­ 
m ent. W hen waited upon at his hotel and 
inform ed of his nom ination he replied to 
the committee: 
' 
“Mr. Chairm an and gentlemen of the 
committee, I tender you—and through you 
the National Republican Convention, and 
all the people represented in it—my pro- 
foundest thanks lnr the high honor done 
m e, w hich you now formally announce. 
Deeply and even puinfully sensible of the 
great responsibility which is inseparable 
from that honor—a responsibility which I 
could almost wish had fallen upon some 
one of the far more em inent and experi­ 
enced statesmen whose names were before 
the Convention—1 shall, by your leave, 
consider more fully the resolutions of the 
Convention, denominated the platform, 
and w ithout unreasonable delay respond 
to von, in writing, not doubting now that 
the platform will be found satisfactory and 
the nom ination accepted.” 
Lincoln was comparatively unknow n to 
the Republicans east of Illinois until be 
delivered his great speech (filling five col­ 
um ns of the U n io n ) in Cooper Institute, 
New York, shortly betore the Convention 
m et. 
It was a grand exposition of the 
principles of the Republican party, and 
concluded with these courageous words, 
aim ed as a defiance to the Southern fire- 
eaters, who were already talking of dis­ 
union: “ Neither let us be slandered from 
our duty by false accusations against us, 
nor frightened from it by menaces of de­ 
struction to the Government, nor of dun­ 
geons for ourselves. 
Let us have faith that 
right makes might, and in that faith let 
us, to the end, dare to do our duty as we 
understand it.” 
A tragedy was enacted at the 
American river bridge in 1857, and Jacob 
Sapp was examined in the Police Court on 
June 9, 1800, charged with the killing of 
John Lynot. It appears that the men 
were employed at the bridge, and quarreled 
about the ownership of a shovel. Lynot 
insisted that Sapp had his shovel, and 
Sapp declared that it was his own. The 
m en had assumed belligerent attitudes, and 
w hen Lynot called Sapp a liar the latter 
h it him on the head with the shovel. As 
Lynot fell, Sapp caught him , called for 
help, bathed his wound, and then ran all 
the way to town for Dr. Oatman. H e left 
town for a time, but returned frequently, 
and was arrested only when he had a diffi­ 
culty with another m an. Public sym pa­ 
thy was with Sapp on the ground that the 
fatal blow was struck in the heat of passion 
and under great provocation. He was dis­ 
charged. 
Elder Kim ball, of the Mormon 
Church, made a speech to some mission­ 
aries one day, as they were about to de­ 
part on a proselyting tour, which showed 
him to be a practical sort of m an and alive 
to what was going on. 
H e said : “ B reth­ 
ren, I want you to understand that it is not 
to be as it has been heretofore. The brother 
missionaries have been in the habit of 
picking out the prettiest women for them ­ 
selves before they get here, and bringing 
on the ugliest for us. Hereafter you must 
b¡j' g “hem all here before selecting for 
yc jrseit, so that we all m ay have a fair 
shake.” Thirty years later i't would have 
been said of the Elder that "there were no 
Hies on him .” 
During the 
Indian 
trouble in 
W ashoe a young m an named W arren 
Wasson started from Carson with dispatches 
from General Clarke to the officers at 
Honey L ike Valley, 110 miles distant. H e 
rode through the heart of the district in ­ 
fested by the hostiles, during the nigbt, 
and arrived at Honey Lake in the m orn­ 
ing. 
H e rode but one horse, and made the 
journey through a rough country and in 
the dark, in fourteen hours. 
The m ountain papers were accus­ 
ing Charley Fairfax of having recruited 
some very tough characters in this city for 
his W ashoe company. A t Virginia City 
they helped themselves to horses and sao- 
bles wherever they found them . 
They 
called it “pressing them into the service,” 
but the owners declared it deliberate horse­ 
stealing. 
It is said that m any of the out­ 
fits never found their owners again alter 
the cruel war was over. 
r 
In the marriage colum n of the 
U n io n appeared the following : "M arried— 
In Folsom, June 13th, Christian Ecklon to 
Mary Keeie, both of Folsom .” Chris, still 
stays by the old town, where he has reared 
a family and acquired a handsome compe­ 
tence.

made in 36 seconds. Horses that can do 
no better than that nowadays are hardly of 
the fifth class.

CONCERNING NUISANCES. 


In sp ecto r S tarr T e lls a D lfteren t Story 
from th a t o f M rs. C ram er. 
Sanitary Inspector Starr has quite a dif* 
ferent story to tell from that related by 
Mrs. Cramer, regarding an alleged nuisance, 
and w hich was referred to in yesterday's 
R eco bd-U n io n . H e states that he has been 
repeatedly called to Mrs. Cramer’s pre­ 
mises, as well as those adjoining, and that 
some of his visits were at the instance of 
her own tenants. 
H e found that Mrs. Cramer had been 
m aking a cesspool of her basement, and he 
compelled her to cease doingo so and to fill 
the place w ith earth. H e had also required 
her neighbor, Mr. W ittpen, to m ake cer­ 
tain im provem ents on bis premises, nntil 
the latter began to claim that be was being 
pursued too far. 
As to the vault of which Mrs. Cramer 
now complains, Mr. Starr says she has 
never notified him . He recently visited it, 
however, but could not see that it was any 
worse than hundreds of others in the city. 
The owner of the place (W ittpen) has 
raised the structure over it in order to build 
the vault higher, and a sm all space yet re­ 
mains uncovered. There was no offensive 
odor, and it was not a case that warranted 
severe measures. 
Inspector Starr claims his duties are 
onerous and disagreeable, but that he does 
the best he can, and all that he can. H e 
says that he is often hampered and ob­ 
structed in his work by large propsrty- 
owners and citizens of prominence, who 
are generally the last to m ake necessary 
sanitary im provem ents on their premises, 
abate nuisances, etc. 
There is no disposition on the part of 
this paper to undervalue the services of In ­ 
spector Starr or any other official. In re­ 
gard to the Cramer matter, the report 
covered statem ents made by Mrs. Cramer 
and a gentlem an who had inspected the 
nuisance complained of. 
At all events, the 
publication had a good effect, as it aroused 
all parties concerned, and if there is a 
nuisance on the lot complained of it will 
now probably be abated. All that is de­ 
sired is that each and every officer shall do 
his duty, w ithout fear or favor, and when 
he does so he is entitled to credit therefor. 
It does not appear, in the Cramer case, 
that Inspector Starr has been at fault in the 
m atter, as alleged by that lady, as he can­ 
not be expected to know of the existence 
of all nuisances unless thev are reported to 
him. 
A S unday U n io n reporter yesterday in­ 
terviewed Mr. W ittpen on the subject of 
the statem ents made by Mrs. Cramer. 
He 
said the trouble with Mrs. Cramer's prem i­ 
ses was that the lot is from three to four 
feet lower than those of her neighbors on 
either side, hence the sipage and drainage 
from adjoining lots naturallv settles on 
her’s. This is her own fault, as she should 
fill in her lot as high as the others. H e 
declared that he had no desire to injure or 
harrass Mrs. Cramer in any way, but that 
she is an eccentric person, hard to get along 
with peaceably, and that m any of her 
alleged wrongs are purelv imaginary. 
A gentleman in Mr. W ittpeu’s company 
said he had been one of Mrs. Cramer’s ten­ 
ants, and left her house—not on account of 
Mr. W ittpen, but because of her cranky 
disposition. Both he and W ittpen assured 
the reporter that the latter m aintained no 
nuisance on his premises. Mr. W ittpen 
says he is an old resident here, tries to do 
what is right, and that he has been un­ 
justly charged by Mrs. Cramer with of­ 
fenses of which he is not and has not been 
guilty.

The cosy little town of Florin was in 
holiday attire yesterday. 
The occasion was a “harvest feast” in 
honor of the Grangers of Sacramento 
county and the Florin Fruit-Growers’ As­ 
sociation. The affair was under the auspices 
of Pom ona Grange, which is the Florin 
Granger 
lodge. 
Most of the business 
houses were closed and private residences 
were decorated in honor of the event. 
Visitors came in crowds from all parts of 
the county—Grangers and their friends— 
in such num bers that the hospitable Flor- 
inites had to "rustle” to provide accommo­ 
dations for them . 
During the forenoon, before the bulk of 
the visitors arrived, Pom ona Grange held 
an executive session, in which the visiting 
Grangers were 
invited 
to 
participate. 
Those who took advantage of the invita­ 
tion were members of Sacramento Grange. 
Enterprise Grange and Elk Grove Grange. 
Twelve brothers and sisters (tour of the 
former and eight of the latter) were initi­ 
ated into the fourth degree, after which the 
Granges took up for discussion a proposi­ 
tion to m ake a Sacramento county exhibit 
at the next State Fair, for the purpose of 
w inning the county prem ium if possible. 
Heretofore Sacramento county has not 
entered the lists for the county prize 
sim ply through courtesy for the outside 
counties. But the majority of those pres­ 
ent at this meeting were "of the opinion 
that Sacramento had held off long enough, 
and should this year go in for the prize. A 
motion to this effect was carried unani­ 
mously, after which the executive session 
adjourned. 


T H E P U B L IC PA R T IC IP A T E S . 
Then all of Florin was thrown open to 
the two or three hundred visitors who had 
come from this city and other parts of the 
county. All were invited to a splendid 
banquet, which was served in the dining­ 
room connected with Florin H all. The 
dining-room was tastefully decorated with 
flowers, festoons and national colors, while 
the tables were literally loaded down with 
delicacies, and such friiit and strawberries 
as only Fiorin can produce. 
It was a jolly spectacle ; and how those 
guests did punish the eatables! 
After all had had their fill, they ad­ 
journed to the big hall up-stairs, where the 
literary and musical exercises were to be 
held. The place was jam m ed alm ost to 
suffocation. 
Cyrus Tolle rapped the assemblage to 
order aud then called on Gillis Dotv for a 
few rem arks on the subject of the proposed 
Sacramento couuty exhibit—the purpose 
being to give the guests an idea of the 
determination reached by the Grangers 
while in executive session. Mr. Doty re­ 
sponded in an intelligent and comprehen­ 
sive m anner. “ My plan,” he said, “is 
that each subordinate grange in the county 
shall take hold of the ina'ter with a vim. 
Each should select its own committee and 
arrange for the provision of funds to back 
up its committee. You will get nearer to 
the people of the county in that m anner. 
It m ight be well enough to let Pomona 
Grange manage the affair from here and 
other granges from other localities, but it 
is not the surest way. The surest way is 
to bring the task directly upon the people 
—every person in the county. All hands 
should be interested. There is plenty of 
time for preparation, provided we begin at 
once.

could 
" make 
as good a selection as the people in that 
particular section. 
This is, 
of course, 
merely my personal opinion. I was one 
of the believers, when the first State Fair 
was held in the new pavilion at Sacra­ 
mento, that Sacramento county should not 
compete for the couuty prize. I believed 
it to be nice courtesy and emblematic of 
our hospitality to leave the field open to 
the outside counties. Probably many of 
you know that there was great opposition 
from ail parts of the State to tbe appropri­ 
ation to locate the State Fair in Sacra­ 
mento. They all thought that Sacramento 
would reap all 
the benefits, aud other 
counties would 
stand no 
show. 
But 
m atters are different now. 
We are be­ 
ginning to realize th at we have a great 
county of our own, and I think that it is 
now tim e for us to step forward and let 
others see w hat we have, too. 
We have 
the right to do it now. 
We have 6tood 
back long enough. We can make our 
exhibit a grand success, and can carry off 
the prem ium , if we will only put our 
shoulders to the wheel and interest the 
people of the entire county in the move­ 
m ent.” 
Mr. Doty was greeted with applause, long 
and loud, upon the conclusion of his re­ 
marks, and it was evident that all were in 
hearty accord with his sentim ents. 


T H E Y W IL L DO IT . 
Abner Burns, John A. Simons, Cyrus 
Tolle and Supervisor Erskine Greer fol­ 
lowed Mr. Doty, end all were enthusiastic 
in their support of his plans. They said 
they thought they could answer for the 
county in general, that there would be 
nothing lacking to make the exhibit the 
feature of the State Fair. They promised 
to lend their individual assistance, too, to 
their utm ost abilities. 
Ex-Senator L. W. Buck, of Yaca valley, 
who was present as an invited guest, en­ 
couraged the Sacramentaos in their efforts. 
H e said that, although his county would 
“ be there,” he realized that unusual efforts 
would be necessary to keep in the swim, if 
Sacramento county carried out what was 
projected. He complimented the Florin 
Fruit Growers’ Union for the business-like 
and careful m anner in which they handled 
its affairs, and predicted great prosperity 
for that section under the union's influ­ 
ence. 
Thomas Taylor, one of the most suc­ 
cessful of Florin’s fruit-raisers, was called 
upon for some remarks, but, not being a 
speech-maker, he contributed to the pro­ 
gramme by exhibiting a string of m am ­ 
moth Jessie strawberries, the average cir­ 
cumference of which was 5J inches by 
actual measurement. 
Mr. Taylor claims 
to be the first person in the State to intro­ 
duce this variety of strawberry, and his 
success with them in shipping them east 
and north is the talk of the section in 
which he resides.

LIVELY RUNAWAY. 


B . B . C rock er arxl H is B r o th er E x p eri­ 
en c e a S en sation al A ccid en t. 
About II o’clock yesterday m orning B. 
R. Crocker and his brother, C. E. Crocker, 
were driving across Front street from I to 
J, in a light buggy drawn by a pair of spir­ 
ited bay horses. On reaching the corner of 
I street they turned into that thoroughfare, 
when suddenly the off horse shied at a dog 
lying on the crossing, and stumbled in the 
attem pt to jum p over it. 
The breast-plate 
broke, and the horse leaped forward and 
became unm ansgeabie. The other horse 
was willing, and the pair dashed up I 
street with the buggy and its occupants, 
one horse being several feet ahead of the 
other. 
There was a train of freight cars stand­ 
ing on the track, and midway of the block 
a truck stood alongside a car unloading 
wood. There was a space of abont ten feet 
left for the runaways to pass between the 
truck and sidewalk, and as they came 
plunging along, with Mr. Crocker vainly 
endeavoring to check them, a few persons 
on the sidewalk closed their eyes to the 
awful crash which seemed inevitable. 
A few more plunges, and it came. The 
off-horse jum ped squarely into the truck, 
and then out over the wheels; the tongue 
of the light buggy broke short off in a 
tinkling, 
and the two occupants were 
thrown headlong over the dashboard. B. 
R. Crocker tried to cling to the reins, but 
they were jerked from his grasp as he 
struck the ground on his hip and side. 
His brother was thrown out on one side, 
and struck on his right arm and hand. 
The team broke away from the buggy, 
and the truck horses ran off with the load 
of wood. 
Luckily, however, all of the ru n ­ 
aways were caught before they bad gone 
far, and were but slightly injured. 
It was thought at first that one of B. R. 
Crocker’s legs had been run over by the 
heavy trucn, but this was found not to be 
the case, and shortly after falling he was 
picked up, none the worse for his experi­ 
ence. The first thing he said was: 
“I tried 
to kill that bloody off-horse by steering 
him into that truck.” 
C. 
E. Crocker escaped with a few bruises 
on the back of his right hand. H e also 
complained of pain in his arm . 
The running-gear of 
the bnggy was 
pretty well wrecked, the tongue broken in 
two and the wheels sprung. 
Those who saw the accident think that 
the occupants had a most miraculous es­ 
cape from serious injury or death.

Lake Tahoe is, and m ust always continue 
to be, the most grand of all American 
lakes. The beauties of Lake George aud 
the scenery of the Adirondacks are ever 
present comparisons m ade by Eastern visit­ 
ors, and it is not until the thought arises 
that the surface of Tahoe is nearly 1,500 
feet higher than the tops of the highest 
New England mountains, that tbe grandeur 
and sublimity of the Sierra wonder dawns 
□pon the comprehension. 
W alled in as it 
is by m ountains from 3,000 to 5,000 feet 
higher than the lake surface, the majesty 
of its splendor continues to grow until it 
becomes supreme. Tahoe is fast springing 
into popular favor as a place for sum m er 
rest and recreation. 


T H E V IS IT IN G L IS T . 
During the season of 1888 nearly 3,000 
pieasure-seekers visited its shores; 
last 
season more than 6,000 tourists paid their 
respects to its august presence, while this 
year bids fair to more than double the 
past. 
Two years ago nearly all the visitors 
were Eastern tourists. 
Last year, although 
the travel had more than doubled, the 
larger part were Californians. This goes 
to show that the valley people who have 
heretofore sought the sea shore for sum ­ 
mer recreation, have become alive to the 
fact that at Lake Tahoe they can enjoy a 
combination of both m arine and m ountain 
advantages, and have governed their ac­ 
tions accordingly. This year the tide of 
vacation travel will be toward the m ount­ 
ains, and no one will consider their season 
complete w ithout having first made the 
tour of this lake. 


STA TISTIC S. 
Lake Tahoe is about thirty miles long 
and from twelve to fifteen miles wide. It 
üas an altitude of 6,213 feet and a meas­ 
ured depth of 1,650 feet. It is fed by hun­ 
dreds of little streams that have their 
source in the constantly snow-capped sum ­ 
mits of the surrounding mountains, and is 
drained by the Truckee river. 
The waters 
in the middle of the lake are of deep indigo 
blue, and between the blue water and 
where the bottom can be discerned they are 
a beautiful emerald green. 
Near the shore 
they are wonderfully clear and transparent, 
and on the north side they are so wonder­ 
fully transparent and magnifying that the 
speckles on a trout can be counted at a 
measured depth of 150 feet. 


TO R E A C H L A K E T A H O E . 
Tahoe is quickly, cheaply and easily ac­ 
cessible. 
Excursion tickets are sold from 
San Francisco to Tahoe City and return for 
$16. and from Sacram ento for $12. Over­ 
land passengers desiring to make the trip 
can stop off at Truckee and procure an ex­ 
cursion ticket for $6 that will take them to 
Tahoe City, thence around the lake, stop­ 
ping at M cKiüney’s, Bellevue, Emerald 
Bay, Tallac, “ Yanks” and Bijou, to Glen- 
brook, thence by stage, fourteen miles, to 
Carson City, and from there by Virginia 
and Truckee Railroad to Reno. This trip 
can be made in one day with leisure, per­ 
m itting the traveler to resume his journev 
after taking in the finest 100-mile journey 
in the land, occupying but twenty-four 
hours time, or a stop over of a single train. 
Passengers coming west sim ply reverse the 
route, leaving the overland train at Reno 
and resuming it a day later at Truckee. 
The regular overland trains leave San 
Francisco and Sacram ento in the afternoon 
and arrive at Truckee the following m orn­ 
ing in time for breakfast at Stewart Mc­ 
Kay’s 
T R U C K E E H O T E L . 
This is the best hotel on the Central Pa­ 
cific east of Sacramento, and the bill of 
fare includes all the fruits and delicacies of 
the valley, and in addition, fine silver 
trout, fresh from Lake Tahoe, and cookea 
to perfection. This hotel is also the head­ 
quarters for 


I 
M OODY’s STA G E L IN E , 
W hich is thoroughly equipped to meet the 
demands of all travel. 
Thirty head of fine 
horses are kept for relays, anil with driver 
Church for ribbon-conductor the tourist is 
soon happy whirling over the 
superb 
roads, in the early bracing air, to the lake 
shore, fourteen miles distant, to Tahoe 
City. 
T A H O E C IT Y , 
Consisting of some two dozen houses, pleas­ 
antly located on the north shore, at the 
head of the Truckee river, still continues 
to be the most im portant station on ihe 
lake. 
H ere it is that the stages from 
Truckee with passengers and mails connect 
with the several steamers for all points 
around the lake. There is a store, a post­ 
office and express office. A trout hatchery, 
under direction of the California State 
Fish Commission, and a telephone line to 
Truckee has been contracted for. There 
are two hotels—the W atson House and the 
Grand Central. The former, just com­ 
pleted, is newlv furnished 
throughout. 
Our host. R. M. W atson, familiarly Known 
as “Bob,” is, though still a young man, a 
pioneer m ountaineer and p. most agreeable 
entertainer. For years, while yet a boy, 
engaged in various lum bering "sections, he 
familiarized him self with m ountain loca­ 
tions and later served as guide to num er­ 
ous hunting and camping parties. For two 
years he made a stage route of himself, 
carrying the mail on snow-shoes from 
Truckee to Tahoe City, while even now he 
is not averse to leading exploring parties 
through unsurveyed and unknow n fast­ 
nesses of m ountain forest, either in sum ­ 
m er season or in thirty feet of snow. 
W hen catering to the necessities of a rap- 
idly-iucreasiDg tourist travel became an 
item of importance, “ Bob” flung his sign 
to the breeze as the keeper of a first class 
second class hotel, tendering his hospitali­ 
ties to such as were satisfied to be content 
with clean beds and wholesome meals, 
served at prices one-third less than the 
other hotels were charging. This season the 
Watson House has been entirely rebuilt 
and newly furnished. 
It has twenty large 
and nicely-furnished rooms, besides two or 
three cottages, and its patrons will be ac­ 
commodated at the rate of $2 per day or 
from $10 to $12 per week. 


H A IL E Y 'S G R A N D C E N TR A L 
Is the only three story hotel on the lake, 
and it is one of the oldest and mcst popu­ 
lar. 
Everything connected with the hotel 
is first-class, its capacity being equal to the 
care of from 100 to 125 guests. 
Moody's 
stage lii:e has its office at this resort, as does 
also Wells. Fargo & Co.'s express. 
Board 
and room are charged for at the rate of $3 
per day up, according to location of room 
and length of stay. 


T H E L A K E ST E A M E R S. 
This is the headquarters of Commodore 
J. A. Todntan’s steamers. The Tod. Good­ 
win, P. W ehrm an, Captain, and R. J. 
W aters, Purser, makes daily trips around 
the lake, carrying mail and express, and 
touching at all points. 
The daily run 
am ounts to 60 miles, and occupies the time 
from 8:30 Á. m. to about 4 p. m„ stop being 
made for dinner at the Lake-sbore House 
in Glenbrook. This is a delightful excur 
sion trip, and should be made at least once 
by every visitor to the lake, the fare for the 
round trip being but $3. 
The Niagara 
carries passengers and freight to such points 
as the needs of traffic seem most to de­ 
mand. 
The Mamie is a regular little daisy of a 
propeller under the comm and of Captain 
H. D. Burton, who has lived on the lake 
for more than thirty years, and drove the 
first wagon team that ever came to the 
lake, ram ping that night at Glenbrook. 
The Captain can tell fish stories with the 
best man that walks, and competitors who 
have remained up all nigbt to get the 
sturt of him have always been knocked out 
on the first round in the morning. 
Men­ 
tioning some ot the m ilder stories, is one 
to the effect that during the m ining excite­ 
m ent in Virginia City in '64, he hooked 626 
pounds of trout in four hours, for which 
he received 40 cents per pound. H e it was 
who caught the largest trout ever heard of, 
weighing 29! pounds, and sent to Presi­ 
dent Grant. This was served for Christ­ 
mas dinner at the W hite House and the 
Captain cherishes an autograph letter from 
the President acknowledging the receipt 
of the fish. Tbe Mamie is kept for charter 
to excursion and fishing parties, and the 
Captain takes his parties to all points of 
interest and to the best fishing-grounds in 
the lake. The charges for this boat are 
made by special arrangem ent with the 
Commodore, who adapts the prices to the 
size of the party and tbe tim e under com­ 
mission, in a most discrim inating and lib­ 
eral m anner 
These three steamers consti­ 
tute tbe fleet of Commodore Todman. 
Besides hundreds ot row boats, sail boats, 
barges, Whitehall ard yachts, there are four 
other propellers, the H attie Belle at Mc­ 


K inney’s, the Tallac at Tallac. and the 
Meteor and Em erald at Glenbrook. 


m'k in n e y ’s. 
This is the oldest and best known report 
' on the western shore, and is the place 
where all steamers m ake their first lanoing 
after leaving Tahoe City. J. W. M cKin­ 
ney, after whom the place was named, still 
continues in charge as host, and has some 
thirty lurnished cottages where guests find 
rest and comfort. 
These accommodations, 
together with pood meals, are furnished for 
twelve dollars per week, and McKinney's 
place never falls short of its full proportion 
of patronage. 
Baths, boats and fishing 
tackle art- free to guests. The new propel­ 
ler, H attie Belle, twenty-eight feet long, 
six and a half foot beam, and carrying from 
tec to fifteen passengers, owned by K. Col­ 
well, has just been launched, and will 
make her headquarters at this place dur­ 
ing the season for the use of pleasure 
parties trip prices ranging from five to fif­ 
teen dollars, according to distance traveled 
and size of parties. 


B E L L E V U E . 
About half way between tbe northern 
and southern extremity, on the wes’ern 
side, is a fine two-story "hotel, first class in 
every respect, known as the Bellevue, and 
under the managem ent of Oliver Roberts, 
who is also proprietor of the Arlington 
Hotel at Carson City. Mr. Roberts took 
charge of the Bellevue at the beginning of 
last season, and by those charcteristics 
peculiar to the good landlord, made Belle­ 
vue a favorite from the start. 
Boats and 
fishing tackle are free to guests, and com­ 
petent boatmen guide the fishers to angling 
spots that prove the most abundant in trout 
that bite. 
A fine wagon road leads from 
here along the edge of the lake to Tahoe 
City, and a livery for drives proves an ad­ 
ditional attraction. Exploring parties and 
hunters find enjoym ent in the mountains 
in the rear, and frequent excursions over 
well-constructed trails to recently discov­ 
ered lakes will be a sum m er feature. The 
charges here range from $2 50 to $3 50 per 
day, and about 125 guests can find accom­ 
modations. The postoffice is Sunbeam. 


EM E R A L D BAY 
Is a beautiful land-locked harbor at the 
southwestern extrem ity of the lake, three 
miles long and a mile in width. The water 
is a beaut::ul emerald green, and is bor­ 
dered by a narrow strip of forest, back of 
which jagged and rocky m ountains rise in 
their rugged beauty to a hight of 5,000 feet 
above the lake level. 
At the western ex­ 
tremity, on a few acres of natural m oun­ 
tain lawn, shaded by cozv groves of alder 
poDlar and pines, Mrs. L. N. Kirby has lo­ 
cated what is now popularly known as the 
Emerald Bay Resort. 
He’re is a small 
hotel, with large parlor and dining-room, 
surrounded by numerous nicely furnished 
little cottages. 
Boats and fishing tackle 
are free to guests, and these with swings, 
hammocks, croquet, aud climbing, furnish 
an abundance of out-of-door 
exercise. 
Near by Cascade .tails come tum bling hun­ 
dreds of feet down the m ountain s rockv 
canyon, and furnish for sketch artists op"- 
portunities unsurpassed. 
Also, close at 
hand, are Eagle Falls. aDd on a little 
plateau not far away is Echo Lake, a favor­ 
ite with those given to lazy and idle 
rambling. 
Nature seems to have spent her 
energy in perfecting this place for recrea­ 
tion and health, for in addition to all that 
has been mentioned is an exact counterpart 
of the famous Buffalo Lithia 
minetal 
spring, so celebrated for its 
medicinal 
propertirs. The water carries in solution 
iron, soda, salt, and lithia, and the rejuve­ 
nating influence these waters effect can be 
demonstrated by experim ent better than 
by description. 
Altogether this is one of 
the most popular places in the m ountains, 
and some half a hundred guests (always 
including a goodly numbers of good-look­ 
ing school-ma'ams), find hospitality ex­ 
tended at the rate of $14 per week. ‘This 
includes unlim i'ed opportunities for flirt­ 
ing, lots of pie, and the use ot a brand new 
piano. 


T H E TA LLAC H O U SE , 
Under the management of M. Lawrence, is 
the headquarters for the elite, and is the 
property of E. J. Baldwin, owner of the 
Baldwin 
Hotel, 
San Francisco. 
Here 
guests find coinlort and luxury, with all 
the conveniences and appointm ents of the 
best regulated city hotels. 
Baths, barber 
shops and club house. 
Lawn tennis, cro­ 
quet, billiards and archery. 
Steamers, 
barges, sail and row 
boats. 
Music by 
striDg band and piano, with tine double 
parlors.for dancing. 
A livery stable fitted 
out with forty head of horse3, two four-in­ 
hands, several double open and top bug­ 
gies, together with spring wagons for party 
excursions and kind and gentle saddle 
horses for ladies. 
The 
club house is 
stocked to meet the requirem ents of the ep­ 
icurean, while the dining-room, with seats 
for over 100, ¡9 a model in itself. Dusky 
waiters in full dress, under direction of 
Joseph Cowen, for four years steward of the 
Palace Hotel in San Francisco, attend to 
the serving of guests with all the deference 
and attention required by the most fastidi­ 
ous. 
Connected with the hotel proper are n u ­ 
merous cottages, m any of which are ele­ 
gantly furnished, which are assigned to 
families and parties rem aining by the week. 
W hile these accommodations have sufficed 
for the past and must for the present, Mr. 
Baldwin will, during this season, burn 
near by, a million of brick, and erect, the 
coming season, a $75,000 hotel, which the 
increasing demand of tourist travel now 
luily warrants. One of the improvements 
added this year for the convenience of 
guests is the 
ST E A M E R T A L L A C . 
A new steel propeller, 60 feet in length 
with l u i feet beam, built specially to order 
for the needs of the lake at Buffalo, N. Y.. 
and d o w being launched, at an expense of 
over $12,000. This boat after tbe first of 
July will carry the mails, and will prob­ 
ably be licensed to carry from thirty to 
forty passengers. The Tallar is a double­ 
decked screw propeller, with double en­ 
gines and a rate of speed guaranteed at 
eighteen miles per hour. 


E X C U R SIO N ROUTES 
From Tallac are varied and interesting in 
the extreme, but too numerous to mention 
in detail. 
Principal among which are 
horseback rides to the extreme sum m it of 
Mount Tallac, from which can be counted 
fourteen lakes abounding in trout. On the 
trail to the sum m it is first passed Fallen 
Leaf Lake, three miles long by one and 
one-half miles wide, and a couple of miles 
further on a most wonderful curiosity 
known as 
FLO A TIN G ISL A N D L A K E . 
This lake covers an area of about five 
acres. 
Floating on its surface is a lawn 
covered natural island, some twenty feet in 
diameter, which floats with such buoy­ 
ancy as to carry a fishing party of from 
four to six people, who paddle it about tbe 
lake. One lady hooked sixteen fine trout 
ftom this queer conveyance in a single 
afternoon. 
A nother attraction at Tallac is 
the opportunities for bathing. 
Dr. Charles 
B. Brigham kept a daily record of the tem ­ 
perature of the water at Tallac during a 
whole season, and fonnd that for three 
m onths the water in the lake averaged ten 
degrees warmer than at Monterey. 
A full 
line of bathing suits are kept for the use of 
guests, and an afternoon splash is consid­ 
ered quite the proper caper. 


T H E CASCADE H O U SE, 
Popularly known as “Y ank's” and kept by 
E. Clements, was burned during the past 
winter, but lum ber has been ordered and 
tem porary cottages will at once be built, 
so that guests to the num ber of twenty 
will receive the usual welcome from the 
oldest hosts at the head of the lake. 


GLENBROOK. 
Glenbrook is on the Nevada side, direct­ 
ly opposite M cKinney's. 
Tonrists from 
the East, coming by way of Reno and Car­ 
son City, first ste the lake at this point. 
The latier city is fourteen miles distant, 
but Keyser's stage line carries passengers 
and mail daily. The Lake Shore House, 
kept by E. Robinson, is the headquarters 
for tourists, the stages and steamers leav­ 
ing passengers at this honse for dinner. 
A 
new hotel called the Dirigo has just beeu 
completed and wili be opened at once, 
with furniture and fittings all new, by f! 
S. Jellereon. 
It has rooms for fortv guests, 
the charges for board being $2 per "day. 
A nartow-gauge railroad also leads from 
here to the sum m it of the mountains that 
border the eastern shore, from which is 
obtained a most magnificent view of the 
lake and Carson valley. Tbe old overland 
stage roads leads from here around the 
shore, past Cave Rock, to Strawberry val­ 
ley. 
This is kept in fine condition and is 
the most delighiful drive about the lake. 


HOT SPRINGS HOTEL. 
At the head of Cornelian bay, on the 
north side, are located the celebrated Hot 
Springs Hotel, of which J. W . Norton is 
the popular host. 
By his energy and fair 
dealing he has succeeded in bringing this 
old-time resort back to its former degree of 
popularity. The spring water comes from 
the earth at a tem perature of 112°, and a 
series of baths, for which all preparations 
are complete, restores the worn-ont or in ­ 
valid system to one o f health and vigor. 
Steamers land here daily, carrying mail 
and express, and a wagon road to Truckee, 
twelve miles distant, affords other means 
of transportation. Hotel accommodations 


are $2 i er day, and liberal arrangements 
are mace by the week, to include baths. 
WHEN TO START. 
The tour’s' could not miss the proper 
tim e at any ttuie our::;- the open s e a in . 
Now, however, everything is, if possible, 
more Iresh aud exhilarating than usual. 
The snow is al! got.e Com the borders of 
the lake, the da>s are sunshiny ano warm, 
and the evenings delightful."

Fish bite accommodatingly, ami bait is 
plenty. People shonld go w"he- ready, and 
if ready now, they need not h esita te on a c ­ 
count of the reports th a t it is ye: too early 
in the season.

R o c k fo r d (111), June 14th.—Never since 
1857, when the waters rose and over­ 
whelmed nearly all of Rockford, has such 
a disastrous flood occurred in this section 
as last evening. 
It is estimated that the 
damage to property will reach half a m ill­ 
ion dollars. 
Rain fell in torrents for 
three hours, accompanied by vivid light­ 
ning and deafening thunder, lu a short 
tim e every street was a river, and soon the 
devastating floods were sweeping through 
the K ent and Keith creek valleys. 
Down 
the K eith creek district came the flood, 
sweeping everything before it. 
The water 
spread over the low lands, filling cellars, 
creeping up into the first stories of houses 
and driving people from their beds. 
The basement stories of the Co-operative 
and Forest City furniture factories were 
flooded m any feet deep, and the lum ber 
piles beside the factories were picked up 
and carried along, the planks and heavy 
timbers proviDg as battering ram s, which 
took down the bridges spanning the creek. 
The tire departm ent and police worked 
hard all night, conveying people from the 
flooded districts to places of shelter. Many 
fled from their houses when the water be­ 
gan to run into their cellars, fearing they 
were about to be carried away. So far as 
learned no lives were lost. 
The city this m orning presented a scene 
of desolation, and the entire lower portion 
was a lake covered w ith floating debris. 
The Illinois Central and Milwaukee Rail­ 
road Companies are the heaviest losers. 
Many cattle and sheep were drowned, and 
considerable damage done to residences 
which were flooded. The waters receded 
to-day alm ost as quickly as they had risen. 


AT JO LIET. 


J o l ie t (111.), June 14th.—The heaviest 
and most damaging rain ever known here 
fell steadily all last night, commencing 
with a waterspout which completely inun­ 
dated the northern, eastern and southern 
part of the city. The people were com­ 
pelled to move out in boats. Small out­ 
buildings are floating around, and men ami 
boys are sailing about on rafts and in boats 
picking up articles of household furniture. 
The street-car tracks in m any places are 
three feet under water, and the electric 
road is stopped. Great damage to fences 
and gardens has been done. Many railroad 
bridges in this vicinity are washed out, and 
trains are delayed. The flood began sub­ 
siding this afternoon.

of Reno, Nev.; Superintendent Clark of 
Toronto, Canada, and Superintendent Dra­ 
per of Brattleboro, Vt. All these authori­ 
ties say that insanity is increasing. 
Mr. Bishop of Reno says:

thiuk it is increasing throughout the world; 
it is merely keeping pace with other vices 
of the hum an family. It is on the increase 
in the United States in consequence of foul 
im m igration.” 
The authorities 
dissent 
from the proposition that half of the world 
is insane. The form of insanity most not­ 
iceable among the American people is 
stated by the authorities as follows: Super­ 
intendent Godding says paresis is the most 
noticeable and is increasing in populous 
centers; W ard says dementia, Talcott m el­ 
ancholia, Fletcher paresis, Brice mania and 
melancholy, and Bishop in American-born 
acute mania.

Cramp is working hard to have 
his bid accepted on his plans, and it is 
stated that he now avers that his plans 
will not differ m aterially from the Govern­ 
m ent plans, 
lu other words, he is work­ 
ing to secure the contract on his bid on his 
own plans, and will then build the cruiser 
alm ost exactly on the Government plans. 
Tbe general im pression is that the Union 
Iron W orks will secure this contract also. 
There is a belief that the Secretary does 
not w ant to crowd up any of the yards 
with work, so that they will be indisposed 
to bid on the battle-ships. 
In other words,

Tokio, Japan, writes as follows, under date 
of June 1st: The excitem ent following the 
recent depredations of students of Tokio 
has decreased a little since they apologized 
to Rev. W . D. Aubrey, the New Jersey 
missionary, who was cut and bruised by 
them two weeks ago. That gentleman has 
entirely recovered, and it seems that noth­ 
ing more is to be heard of the matter. The 
foreigners feel outraged that the culprits 
were not severely punished. 
As a result of their escape from anything 
more than a sim ple apology, the Soshi are 
becoming more bold and the insults offered 
foreigners are increasing. Settlers coming 
from Yokohama are armed with revolvers, 
fearing that there may be some show of 
insolence. The Government seems to be 
doing all in its power to deal with the stu­ 
dents as a class, bnt no incivility can be of­ 
fered them as individuals, because of their 
desperate character. 
In the m eantim e distress among thou­ 
sands of starving people of Tokio and 
other large cities is being ameliorated to 
a great extent by foreigners as well as 
by Japanese noblemen. One nobleman is 
feeding thousands of people a day out of 
his own funds. The price of rice is higher 
than ever before, both in Japan and Corea, 
and this is probably only a foretaste of the 
suffering to follow. The outlook for the 
growing crop of rice is not good, owing to 
the heavy aud continued rains. 
There m any vague rumors afloat con­ 
cerning the reported takiDg of Corea by the 
Russians. There is some trouble in Corea, 
but the Government officials of Japan 
know nothing definite as to its nature. All 
that is surely known is that all of the Brit­ 
ish men-of-war are lying in the harbors 
with steam up, and under orders to sail at a 
m om ent’s notice. Several of them have 
already gone. The American naval force, 
under Rear-Admiral Belknap, is also ex­ 
p irin g orders to sail for Corea. An officer 
of tbe British ship Severn said to the Asso­ 
ciated Press representative that he had seen 
dispa.ches and orders which would aston­ 
ish foreigners from Japan.
